Their diag- 
noses sometimes consist of phrases such as 'malnutrition,' ''inade- 
quate personality,' and other claptrap, which form the basis for their 
pensions. Msjiy'ot these parasites 'served* 80 to 90 days and never 
were close to combat Many never left their home states. Since 
then, they-have been-masquerading as disabled veterans.

The hint! would have been easy 


with a 2-1 trump break. South 
could then use two of dummy's 
trumps tor ruttinf hearts, and 
could discard the other low heart 
on the king of clubs. 


Sine* East held all of the trumps, 


South could not afford to draw 
three rounds of trumps. He there- 
fore led a heart to dummy's king 
at the third trick. 


South'* plan was clear and sim- 


ple. He would cash the king and 
ace of hearts in the hope that the 
suit would break favorably or that 
East would -have the. long hearts 
as well as the only trumps. In 
the latter case, South could ruff 
his losing hearts in the dummy and 
draw trumps' later 'on.

tested. The work was undertaken 
by volunteer help and was spon- 
sored by the school board. 


Results showed that there were 


142 students referred for re-test to 
Miss Wilhelm. A probable 100 
students will receive slips to have 
further examination by their fam- 
ily doctor. 


Schools tested include South Cen- 


tral, 143; North Central, 177; Lin- 
coln, 235; 
Woodworth, 48; 
St. 


Marys, 227; Loveland, 73; and the 
high school's 161 freshmen, 93 jun- 
iors, and 10 new students. 


Only grades 1, 3, C, and 7 are 


tested each year. 
Last year, 


there were a total of 1,383 tested 
with 114 defective eyes discovered, 
and with 98.2 per cent correction 
obtained. 


The program began last year 


when 10 persons took a course 
from the Illinois Society in the 
routine of testing eyes.

world. The United State*. Britain, 
and France have only 80 divisions 
to meet that threat. 


"We can't reduce our fighting 


strength below 314 million men." 
Douglas added. 


But the United State* must re- 


duce waste and inefficiency in the 
military, he explained. 


When a separate air force was 


created, it made for triplication, 
not unification of the armed forces, 
said Douglas. 


The air force established sepa- 


rate hospitals and storage facilities 
instead of using those already 
available 
under 
the 
combined 


force. 


Excessive specification and elab- 


orate design of military equipment 
was given as another source of 
military v.-aste. 


"Today military men think the 


armed forces should have equip- 
ment to meet every contingency, 
should it happen simultaneously." 
said Douglas. 


Elaborate Equipment 


Equipment is over-elaborate, he 


added. The military can't use 
items produced in mass for civilian 
use. Because of over-specification, 
military purchasing agents can 
favor civilian manufacturers. 


"And the military goes in for 


luxuries." said Douglas. 


Cases have been known where 


the Navy ordered thousands of 
oyster forks to dress up afternoon 
wardroom cocktail parties. And 
some of the forks were even re- 
jected because they were of In- 
ferior quality, Douglas remarked. 


"The Army has purchased lux- 


ury items such as special ping 
pong balls, and dog toenail clip- 
pers." Douglas said. 


And it took about nine pages of 


fine print to describe the specifica- 
tions of the ping pong balls and 
clippers.. Imagine 
the 
clerical 


waste involved in drawing up those 
specifications, he added. 


Buy at Retail 


"Ordnance departments are buy- 


ing at retail prices for wholesale 
purchases," Douglas said. 


An item that can be made for 


$4, sold wholesale for *8, and re- 
tails for «16, is sold to the military 
for $16. 


Douglas pointed to the waste of 


military personnel In overhead and 
supervisory capacities. 


In the Air Force, there are 20 


men on the ground for each pilot 
in the air. And there are two di- 
visions behind the line for each di- 
vision on the line or 20 men behind 
each rifleman. 


"We carried specialization too 


far\ And we're eating, into our fire 
power," said Douglas of the mili- 
tary. 


The senator called for a reorgan- 


ization and distribution of manpow- 
er: •• 
r-> • 


Russia has fewer men In Its di- 


visions, but for each division, the 
fire power is equal to that of an 
American division, said Douglas. 


Of the 50 billion dollars of na- 


tional expenditures for military 
force. Douglas said that 10 billion 
should go for pay and 40 -billion 
for materials. 


"A 10 per cent reduction on ma- 


terial expenditures would be a 
good saving,"' he added. 


Even then, without decreasing 


military strength, the national ex- 
penditure would only drop from 80 
to 75 billion dollars, leaving a defi- 
cit of 6 billion dollars at present 
rate of tax income. 


And with tax reductions, the 


deficit would Increase to 12 billion 
dollars. 


"I would like to shake hands 


with the man who can reduce tax- 
es, balance the budget and main* 
tain national security," Douglas 
concluded.

Broyles said in an interview the 


new bill hasn't been worked out 
completely and that "if there is 
any possible way to make it a 


•better bill, that will be done." 


"I want to make the bill abso- 


lutely effective against Commu- 
nists in Illinois and at the same 
time give every protection for good 
citizens under our Constitution," 
he added. 


He said he felt such legislation 


is needed to strike at the "hard 
core of communism—the conspira- 
tors." 


"I'm not interested in picking 


^§jp every Tom. Dick and Harry 


'who has been duped and confused 
by the Communists." 


The 
proposal 
which 
Broyles 


pushed in the 1951 General Assem- 
bly set the top penalties against 
persons attempting to overthrow 
the state or federal government by 
lorce or other unlawful means. 


The same punishment also would 


have applied to anyone advocating 
or teaching the commission of 
such acts, and destroying records 
or hiding funds of a subversive or- 
ganization.

Penalties of five years in prison 


and a (5,000 fine were provided 
for joining or remaining a member 
of an organization known to be sub- 
versive. 


Another major provision aet up 


a special assistant attorney gener- 
al for reporting to local prosecu- 
tors all information received on 
suspected subversive persons. 


The bill also called for loyalty 


oaths from public employes. 


Broyles said he couldn't see 


"why state employes or anyone 
else would object to taking a loyal- 
ty oath." 


When Stevenson vetoed the bill, 


he said it contained "more of dan- 
ger to the liberties we seek to pro- 
tect than of security for the re-

Plumber Law 
Is Invalid, 
Rules Judge 


SPRINGFIELD. HI.—W—Impor- 


tant sections of the 1951 Illinois 
plumbers licensing law have been 
declared unconstitutional by the 
Sangamon County Circuit Court. 


Judge Dewitt S. Crow ruled 


Tuesday that some features of the 
law "conferred a monopolistic spe- 
cial privilege"-on master plumbers. 


His opinion was filed in a suit 


for an injunction to restrain the 
state from enforcing the new stat- 
ute, 
which replaced a 1935 law 


voided by the state Supreme Court, 
on monopoly grounds. 


The injunction, sought by Fred 


E. Schroeder and his son, • Harry, 
retail plumbers of Warrensburg, 
was not immediately issued. 


Crow held invalid sections pro- 


viding that master plumbers or 
journeymen under their supervi- 
sion must do all plumbing work 
except minor household repairs, or 
planning and design. 


"The legislation thus conferred 


a monopolistic special privilege of 
supervision on master plumbers 
and denied the right of a licensed 
journeyman plumber to do work as 
a plumber except under the super- 
vision of a licensed master plumb- 
er," his opinion said. t

WASHINGTON—W-Owen Latti- 


more bas'beenJn a running tongue- 
battle with •owe senators for two 
yean. Now he's in the worst Jam 
of his life. A federal grand Jury 
has Indicted him on seven charges 
of lying under oath. 


At 82 Lattimore is a vigorous, 


stocky, balding man with eye- 
glasses. And he's an emotional 
man. judging from the heat with 


/- which he has always responded to 
9Z senators' attempts to link him with 


communism. 


Besides being a specialist on Far 


Eastern affairs and. in the past. 
A State department consultant, he 
Is a. lecturer at John Hopkins 
University. 


Met Endearing 


Many times, facing a committee 


in the Capitol, he has sounded like 
a professor denouncing a mob of 


A disorderly freshmen. This didn't 
-/' endear him to the senators. 


Lattimore's bad days began in 


March. 1950. when Sen. McCarthy 
called him a security risk. 


McCarthy created a national sen- 


sation for himself and Lattimore 
when he said the Far Eastern spe- 
cialist was the top Soviet espi- 
onage agent in this country. Short- 
ly afterwards he called-Lattimore 
the chief architect of our Asian 


Needless to say, Lattimore de- 


nounced the Wisconsin senator. 


But a subcommittee of the Sen- 


ate Foreign Relations Committee, 
headed by the then Sen. Tydings, 
Maryland Democrat, began hear- 


ings on the whole range of charges 
made by Republican McCarthy. 


Got dean BUI 


When the hearings ended the 


Democratic senator* on the com- 
mittee gave Lattimore a clean bill 
of health. That might have been 
the end of Lattimore's troubles, 
except that another committee be- 
gan an investigation of U. 8. pol- 
icies in the Far East, where the 
Communists had taken over China 
and we were in a* war in Korea. 


This committee—the Senate sub* 


committee on internal security, led 
by a Democrat, Sen. McCarran of 
Nevada—seized in a bam in Lee, 
Mass.. in February. 1951. some 
files of the Institute of Pacific Re- 
lations. 


The IPR. an international re- 


search organization, was founded 
in 1925 with the avowed purpose 
of promoting greater knowledge of 
the Pacific area. Lattimore. an 
IPR trustee, was editor of Pacific 
Affaln. an IPR magazine, from 
1934 to 1941. 


Witnesses told the McCarran 


Committee IPR had been Infiltra- 
ted by Communists. 
So the com- 


mittee was investigating it as part 
of its inquiry, into Communist in- 
fluences on our Far Eastern policy.
